Christopher said sebeatndty that 
the Carter administration had to op- 
pose the resolution because of its 
“overt pressure” and threat of coer- 
cion. He also said its passage would: 
permit other nations to call for simi- 
lar testimony . -from American diplo- 
mats. 

Christopher said any consideration 
of cutting foreign aid to South Korea | 


should be made only on the basis) 
of what is “in the best interests of 
the United States.” He suggested that 
Jaworski accept the final South Ko- 
rean offer of allowing Kim to talk by 
phone to House Speaker Thomas P, 
(Tip) O’Neill Jr. (D-Mass.).
